Elections wore held yesterday in 


several States. In New York an Asso- 
ciate Justice of tho Court of Appeals 
and a few minor ,State officers were 
elected. In Massachusetts a fall State 
ticket was voted for, and the Republi- 
cans claim their usual majority. In 
Pennsylvania State officers were chosen 
and it is only a question of majority 
for 
the Republicans. 
New Jersey 


elected members of the Legislature, 
but no State officers. In Iowa and 
Ohio full State tickets and members of 
the Legislature were elected. Nebraska 
voted for a Justice of the Supreme 
Court and Regents of the State Uni- 
versity. Kansas elected county officers 
only, and there was uo State ticket ha 
the field. Colorado also voted for 
county officers only. South Dakota 
elected Supreme and Circuit Judges, 
and Utah elected members of the Ter- 
ritorial Legislature. Kentucky voted 
for members of tho Legislature—one- 
half tho Senate and full assembly. 
Maryland elected a State Comptroller 
and Treasurer, arid Virginia elected a 
full State ticket aud members of the 
Legislature. 


The principal interest is centered in 


Virginia, Iowa, Nebraska and South 
Dakota elections, though the cam- 
paign in Ohio was conducted to some 
extent on national lines inconsequence 
of the candidacy of (rovernorMoKinley, 
the author oE the tariff act which bears 
his uaino. Iri Iowa both Democrats and 
Republicans were claiming a victory, 
and the Populists hoped to increase 
their vote materially and elect a num- 
ber of membars of the Legislature. In 
Virginia the Populists made a vigorous 
fight, though their vote in the State a 
year ago was inertly nominal. They 
declared for free coinage, but O'JFerral, 
the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
oruor, tried to break the force of the 
declaration by vothig with tho silver 
men in Congress. 


The significance uf the elections in 


Virginia and the Western States will be 
determined by the Populist vote. If 
that party shows large accessions to its 
ranks it will indicate its success in the 
Congressional elections next year on a 
free coinage platform. If, on the con- 
trary, the old parties got their accus- 
tomed vote it will &.'\ow that the silver 
mon fire making an uphill flght against 
superior numbers*, and, though acting 
ou tho principle that right must prevail 
in tho ond.it may take years to con- 
vince the gold men of tho error of their 
ways. 


NOT 
COINING 
TIIK 
SKIONOU AOK. 


The report that the Treasury Depart- 


ment or Director of the Mint had 
ordered the mints 1o coin the seignor- 
age ou silver is contradicted. Secre'-"' 
tary Carlisle was in New York city last 
Monday and when asked regarding the 
press dispatches alleging that ho had 
issued an order to coin silver, declared 
he had not issued Buy order directing 
the mints to coin the silver bullion 
now iu the treasury or any part of it. 
"Wo could use more silver dollars 
now," said the Secretary, " aud I there- 
fore directed the mints to get ready to 
coin sonio of tho bullion if it should be 
doomed advisable." 


There is a demand for silver dollars, 


and more of the coins could be used; 
yet, with millions of ounces of silver 
bullion in the treasury» not a dollar in 
silver is being coined. What conditions 
must exist to make the Secretary deem 
it uecoasury to coin silver? The Secre- 
tary admits that iiiore silver dollars 
could be used, yet, with every facility 
for supplying those dollars, ho does not 
order them coined.
